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DETAILED ACTION 

This is a non-final Office Action for application number 10/696,128 Product 
Display, filed on 10/29/03. Claims 1,3, 5-8, 10-12, 14, 15, 17-20 are pending. The text 
of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found in a 
prior Office action. 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1..17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 5/16/05 
has been entered. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

Claims 1, 3, 5-8, 10 and 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by United States Patent No. 415552 to Orr. 

The patent to Orr discloses a front panel (4) having a front portion and a back 
portion and an opening therethrough, a bottom panel (2) connected to the front panel 
(4), a back panel (3) connected to the bottom panel (2), the front panel (4) including a 
brace section (8) connected to the front panel along the edge of the opening and 
connected to the back panel and the brace section including a flap (9), the flap (9) being 
bent and extending downwardly from the brace section (8) and toward the back portion 
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of the front panel (4) and wherein the flap (9) contacts the front panel below the opening 
and provides a spring biasing force on the back of the front panel. Orr teaches that the 
back panel includes at least one notch (f) and wherein the brace section includes a 
support tab (tip of 8), the tab and notch which are releasably engageable to connect the 
brace section to the back panel. 

Orr can also be interpreted as follows: 

Claims 12 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
United States Patent No. 415552 to Orr. 

Orr discloses a front panel (2) having a front portion and a back portion and an 
opening (5, 5, 6, create opening) therethrough, a bottom panel (4) connected to the 
front panel (2), a back panel (3) connected to the bottom panel (4) and the front panel 
(2), a flap (9) extending from the bottom panel upward and toward the front panel (2) 
wherein the flap (9) is capable of contacting the front panel below the opening and 
provides a spring biasing force on the back portion of the panel so as to hold the goods 
in the opening. 

Orr can also be interpreted as follows: 

Claims 15 and 17-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
United States Patent No. 415552 to Orr. 

Orr discloses an elongate sheet (2, 3,|*) having first , second, third and fourth 
transverse score lines, the first score line (between 2 and 4) being bent to form a front 
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panel (4) having a front portion and a back portion and a bottom panel (3), the second 
score (a) line being bent to form a back panel (3) and the third score line on the front 
panel being bent to form a brace section (8), the brace section when bent defines and 
opening on the front panel (4), the fourth score line on the brace section being bent to 
form a flap (9) that extends downwardly from the brace section and towards the back 
portion of the front panel, wherein the flap is capable of contacting the front panel and 
provides a spring biasing force on the back portion of the front panel, a connecting 
means for connecting the brace section to the rear panel and a connecting means 
including a support tab (tip of 8) on the brace section and at least one notch (f) on the 
rear panel. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to the claims have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
